SECTION 1. That if any person shall, within this State,
kili any dcer or clk betweci1 the first day of February and
the first day of September following, he shall, for every such
offense, forfeit and pay the sum of fifteen dollars, to be col-
lected by a civil action before any Justice of the Peace hav-
ing jurisdiction thereof, which sum so recovered, shall be
paid by such Justice to the proper officer, for the use of
common schools in the school district where the oSTcnse was
committed.
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SEC. 2. If any person shall, within this State,
trap or kill in any manner, any grouse, prairie-chicken, par-
tridge or qnail between the fifteenth day of February and
the fifteenth day of July following, he shall for every such
offense, forfeit and pay the sum of five dollars, to be col-
lected in the same manner and paid over to the same use as
is provided in the preceding section.

SEC. 3. This Act shall take effect from and after its pas-
sage.
